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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed January 13, 2005 has been entered. Claim 38 has been 
amended. New claim 51 has been added. Claims 3, 12-28 and 36 have been canceled. Claims 1- 

2, 4-1 1, 29-35 and 37-51 are pending in the instant application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest a mandrel including: 

(a) a top surface and outer contoured surfaces extending between ridges 
corresponding to polymer leaflets such that an edge of the mandrel that separates the top surface 
and the contoured surfaces has a radius of curvature of no more than 0.25 mm, said mandrel edge 
corresponding to a free edge of the polymer leaflets; or 

(b) a top surface and a sidewall surface having a contoured surface section conformal 
with a shape of a leaflet having a free edge, said contoured surface section having a curvature 
which varies and at least a portion of which curves outwardly relative to the mandrel (as 
presented in Figure 12) and, which intersects the end surface to form a boundary generally 
having a radius of curvature.
